Mr.  Hersey 
then  started  on  his  lecture  quoting  at 
ihe  beginning  from  Proverbs,  "A  word 
fitly  spoken  is  like  apples  of  gold  in 
pictures  of  silver."  The  lecturer  gave 
word  pictures  of  the  homes  of  the  rich 
man,  the  poor  man  and  the  farmer. 
The  applause  at  this  point  became  so 
forcible  that  Mr.  Hersey  felt  compelled 
0  expostulate  with  ht3  large  and  en- 
thusiastic audience  of  twenty-five.  The 
wrong>  of  intemperance  were  then 
feelingly  dwelt  upon  by  the  lecturer ; 
he  likened  the  drunkard  to  an  ass  and 
declared  that  the  drunkard  would  be 
excluded  from  Heaven.  Here  the  au- 
dience becam  e  so  demonstrative  that 
the  lecturer  dismissed  it  for  breach  of 
contract,  but  it  did  not  dismiss  "worth 
a  cent."  The  lecturer  then  fell  back 
on  an  application  of  moral  suasion, 
which  being  effectual  for  a  time,  he 
proceeded  with  his  lecture,  enlarging 
on  the  evil  effects  of  cider.  After 
this  subject  had  justice  done  it,  and 
the  audience  had  received  a  severe 
verbal  castigation  from  Mr.  Hersey 
shortcomings  forcibly  contras- 
ted with  the  good  qualities  of  Hingham 
audiences,  Mr.  Hersey  made  a  vigor- 
islaught  on  liquor  dealers.  This 
closed  the  lecture,  and  the  reading  of 
Peter  Sargent  in  Love"  which  was 
added  at  the  emphatic  (I)  request  of 
some  of  the  audience  who  dropped  in 
at  the  last  moment,  brought  the  enter- 
tainment to  a  close.  Mr.  Hersey's 
progress  homeward  was  accelerated 
somewhat  by  the  report  of  pistol  shots 
behind  him.  Messrs.  Isaac  Tower  and 
Solomon  J.  Hayden,  relatives  of  the 
lecturer,  officiated  at  the  door.

Pkrkgrin'K  White's  Descendants. 

In  an  article  from  our  pen  published 
n  the  Commonwealth  of  last  week,  en- 
titled "Marshfield's  Historic  Men," 
we  rcfercd  to  a  Mr.  Ashton  White  of 
Washington,  (who  claimed  to  be  a 
nephew  of  the  late  Miss  Sybil  White  of 
Marshfield  and  lineal  descendant  of 
Peregrine  While,  who  inherited  her 
property)  as  the  last  male  descendant 
of  Peregrine  bearing  the  name  of 
White,  that  we  know  of;  and  this  week 
received  the  following  letter  which 
may  be  interesting  to.  the  people  of 
Marshfield  as  it  describes  the  where- 
abouts of  other  descendants  of  this  no- 
ted inhabitant  of  Marshfield  who  was 
the  first  European,  or  white  child  born 
in  America : 

Reading,  Mass.,  {an.  13,  1883. 

I  have  just  read  an  article  in  the 
Commonwealth,  "Marshfield's  Histor- 
ic Men,"  in  which  I  noticed  what  I  be- 
lieve to  be  an  error,  and  which  I  take 
the  opportunity  of  correcting.  You 
say  "the  supposed  nephew  (of  Sybil 
White)  is  the  last  descendant  of  Pere 
grine  bearing,  the  name  of  White.  My 
Mother,  AiiniraWhlte-Rnggle.s,  daugh- 
ter of  Klisha  While  of  WiTlpolc,  N.H., 
always  told  us  that  we  were  descended 
from  Peregrine  White.  My  grandfather 
Ellsha  was  born,  I  believe,  In  Leomin- 
ster and  his  ancestors  lived  In  Scitu- 
ate and  Marshfield,  he  had  one  son 
only,  Ira  White,  who  died  in  Cincin- 
nati, Ohio,  In  1833  and  left  3  boys  who 
were  sent  to  Walpole,N.H.,  after  their 
father's  death,  the  oldest  ot  these  is 
still  living  at  Bellows,  Vt,,  but  has  no 
boys  ;  the  second  son,  of  Ira,  Henry 
Kirk  White,  died  In  the  army  during 
the  late  war,  and  left  one  son,  now  a 
young  mail  living  In   Lynn,  named

deceptive  as  to  make  men  believe  they 
understand  laws  and  rcasous  qnile  out 
side  of  human  knowledge.  Akin  ti 
this  delusion  is  nuother  slill  more  prev 
alent  that  in  natural  science  wc  havi 
learned  whnt  is  really  important  about 
a  bird,  a  s:one  or  flower.  wh( 
havo  counted  its  tail-feathers,  cracked 
and  melted  its  crystals  or  plucked  it  to 
pieces  anil  learned  its  name.  Xo 
more  is  kuown  of  a  plant  or  bird  when 
its  name  is  known  than  is  known  of  1 
man  when  you  know  bis  nnmc.  T 
know  n  man  you  must  live  with  him 
to  know  beasts,  birds,  and  flowers,  one 
must  live  with  them,  not  read  about 
them.  Technical  terms  to  havo  value 
must  be  sludied  nnd  known.  It  tbey 
arc  merely  learned  by  rote,  or  accepted 
for  true  wisdom,  or  considered  synony- 
mous with  a  real  acqunintauce  with 
things,  they  become  worse  than  useless 
and  aro  vaia  repetitions.

Janet  Hamilton. 

She  w<u  d  daughter  of  n  Lanark- 
shirc  Tillage  shoemaker  of  the  name  of 
Thompaoo,  aod  born  in  Carlisle's  year, 
>795.  At  tho  age  of  13  she  married 
heather's  ''journeyman,"  bore  liiiu 
t-  ebildrcD,  lived  io  humble  though 
hupjjy  wedlock  for  eixty-thrco  years, 
nod  died  io  1863.  It  is  difficult  to 
conceive  ol  greater  difficulties  io  the 
way  of  sell-culture  moro  resolute!  y 
overcome  thaa  those  of  which  Janet 
Hamilton  mado  "stepping  stones  to 
living  things."  She  had  not  cveu  the 
advuniaga  of  a  good  Scotch  village  cd- 
ucatioo.  Her  mother  taught  her  to 
read,  but  she  was  fifty  years  of  nge  be- 
fore she  taught  herself  a  pe.cu.linr,  hut 
distinct,  caliography  ;  aud  by  00  alio 
hnd  read  herself  blind.  Copies  of 
Milton  aud  Ramsey,  which  sho  fouud 
on  a  weaver's  loom,  nod  which  she  had 
to  read  after  her  domestic  work  wa 
over,  and  the  other  members  of  th 
household  were  in  bed,  proved  to  he 
the  portals  at  once  to  self-culture  liud  to 
Paradise.  She  ransacked  all  tbo  li- 
braries within  her  reaeh,  read  by 
stealth  Shnkespere,  nt  tbnt  time  on  the 
Index  of  a  religiously  narrow  village 
opinion.  Then,  as  the  spirit  moved 
her,  sho  wrote  and  gradunlly  nequired 
a  coaslderablc  reputntion  as  a  poetess. 
There  is  genuine  moral  nobility — 
traceable,  perhaps,  to  her  fifth  aueei- 
tor  on  the  mother's  side,  Jobu  White- 
law,  a  stern  Covenanter,  who  fonght 
at  Both  troll  Bridge,  and  was  executed 
in  consequence — in  the  spectacle  of 
of  this  hlind  old  uomou,  struggling 
with  tho  anxieties  of  a  large  famil/  and 
the  res  angusta  domi,  yet  liftiug  up 
her  voice  wi'hont  ceasing  agaiust  the 
nntioual  and  local  vice  of  iutemper- 
ance,  and  pouring  out  her  praises  of 
Garibaldi  and  Burns  and  piety  and  vir- 
tue, "in  the  centre  ol  u  grimy,  squalid, 
and  crunken  population.

The  Building  News  relatns  a  siugu- 
lnr  misfortune  which  has  oceui  red  to  u 
small  church  in  Andover,  Mass,  which 
seems  to  be  in  process  of  being  eaten 
up  bodily  and  sircpt  away.  The 
church  was  erected  about  six  yenrs  ogo, 
and  is  finished  with  what  is  said  to  be 
ash,  but  has  more  tho  nppenrauce  of 
chestnut,  which  often  closely  resem- 
bles tbo  coarser  kinds  of  ash.  A  yenr 
or  two  after  its  completion  the  sexton 
noticed  little  heaps  of  dust  on  the  car- 
pet near  the  walls.  These  grew  more 
aad  more  frequent,  and  appeared  ■  iu 
various  portions  of  the  buildiug,  so  that 
they  bad  to  be  gathered  up  regularly 
every  week,  aud  on  searching  for  their 
cause  the  wood  of  the  hose-boards  and 
portions  of  the  pews  was  found  to  be 
completely  riddled  with  holes  made  by 
•mall,  round,  block  or  blue  worms,  tlie 
debris  of  whose  borings  fell  out  occa- 
sionally upou  the  floor  in  the  form  of 
dnst.  Unlike  most  boring  worms, 
this  species  seems  not  to  object  to  the 
taste  of  vnrnish,  for  the  polished  sur- 
face of  the  wood  is  pierced  in  thou- 
sands of  plneoa.

Insect  Li<e  Underneath  the  Ponds. 

A  Litchfield  (Coon.)  corrcsooudeut 
of  the  New  York  Eveuing  Port,  describ- 
ing the  aapcarimco  ol  the  ponds  in  thnt 
viciuify  in  wintci,  says:  Kvcn  more 
striking  thnu  the  diversity  of  pli 

i  marvelous  range  of  infect  exis- 
tu  Im-  fouud  iu  the  winter  weeds  of 
our  ponds.  Cut  a  small  bole  through 
the  ice,  and  the  familiar  phenomcue 
a  siiubeam  pussinz  through  the  dm 
n  rooai  is  repealed  Liko  n  sunbeam 
this  watery  ray  is  filled  with  aioti 
a  closer  view  "lioivs  thcin  to  be  dnrtiug 
or^nuitais  so  small  that  only  movrmcut 
be  dislioguished.  The  most  ciiri- 
of  the  many  crenturcs  of  large  size 
ihat  lire  in  the  weeds  is  one  that  enn 
probably  be  found  by  thcusauds  in  the 
winter  vegetntiea  of  almost  any  N< 
Knglnnd  pond.  It  is  n  larvn  about 
inch  in  length,  aud  twice  the  dinmct 
of  it  match,  fitted  on  the  body  with  linir- 
like  appendages,  and  o;ur  tho  head 

set  of  organs  which  seems  part- 
ly legs,  parlly  feelers.  This  strnugc 
creature  lives  like  a  huaiuu  being,  in 
n  wooden  house.  You  sco  what  seem; 
to  he  a  hollow  twig  two  or  three  inchc: 
long  lying  quietly  on  Ihc  bottom.  Pres- 
ently the  twig  begins  to  stir.  Then 
there  protrudes  a  hend  nnd  feelers  with 
which  the  singular  fellow  begins,  to 
climb  from  one  blade  of  wnter-grnss 
another,  dragging  painfully  nftcr  1 
his  wooden  habitation  held  by  his  tail 
withiu.  The  relation  in  size  bctirccn 
the  two  is  nhout  that  ofo 
house  fly  to  a  eignrette.  When  alarmed 
the  creature  snaps  bnck  its  head 
feelers  into  its  wooodcu  cuse  nnd  s 
to  the  hottom,  uhtro  the  sharpest  eye 
cannot  distiuguish  it  from  u  twig, 
subtle  must  be  the  instinct  thnt  proaipts 
this  low  organism  thus  to  protect  itself 
from  its  foes,  and,  scientifically  speak- 
ing, adnpt  itself  to  its  environment ! 
Like  mankind  with  a  wooden  bahitntion 
in  life,  so,  in  case  of  sudden  death,  it  is 
conveniently  furnished  with  a  ireoden 
coffin.  For  a  loug  time  nficr  first  see- 
ing the  old  crenture  I  supposed  its 
woodcu  houso  to  havo  been  formed  by 
eating  the  pith  from  a  twig.  But  ufier 
itching  a  specimen  and  dissecting  its 
home  I  found  that  it  was  built  from  scc- 
of  thin  wooden  tubiug,  which  the 
te  hnd  cemented  together  so  nicely 
that  the  fibres  would  part  at  the  origi- 
1  wood  before  they  would  scpnrate  nt 
the  joints.  Thnt  these  joiuts  irere  ar- 
tificinlly  made  iras  proved  afterward  by 
the  discover)*  ol  a  specimen  of  (he  crcat- 
that  hud  selected  fine  green  bark  lor 
two  sections  of  its  lulling,  and  whs  drug- 
ging a  variegated  house  colored  green 
and  dark  in  alternate  parts. 

Closely  related  to  the  foregoing  lurva 
is  another  curious  fellow,  smaller  in 
size  and  somewhat  like  a  grub,  that 
cna  be  secu  by  hundreds  under  the  hlack 
ice.  This  species  builds  up  uround  its 
body  u  structure  of  small  rouud  leaves, 
undoubtedly  gathered  from  some  of  the 
smaller  water  plants.  When  its  house 
is  finished  the  structure  looks  precisely 
in  form  and  size  Hko  one  of  the  bops  of 
commerce.  AVhcro  the  stem  joins  the 
hop  is,  ia  this  creature's  hnbitatiou,  a 
hole  wheaee  tho  larva  projects  iis  head 
and  feelers.  With  a  dwelling  twenty 
times  its  own  bulk,  this  larva  makes 
slow  progress,  though  it  can  bolh  swim 
nnd  crawl  along  on  plants.  It  seems  to 
delight  in  rising  to  tbo  under  surfitcc  of 
the  ice,  uud,  when  touehed  with  a  stie^, 
by  some  occult  process  it  drops  swiftly 
to  the  bottom,  where,  iovcrtiug  its 
bouse,  it  grasps  the  grassy  filuincnts, 
thus  keeping  iis  head  protected  and  clos- 
ing the  entrance  of  its  domicile.  In 
eral  specimens  I  have  found  that  the 
entrance  nns  strengthened  by  four  little 
beams  of  wood  laid  in  a  perfect  squnrc, 
nnd  serving  exactly  the  purpose  for 
which  men  brnce  up  the  earth  or  rock 
at  the  entrance  of  a  tunnel.  Still 
another,  but  much  rurer,  winter  inhuhi- 
tnut  of  our  ponds  is  green  in  color,  sharp 
at  both  ends,  aud  about  twice  the  sizo 
isquito.  Just  behind  the  bead 
he  is  equipped  with  flippers,  each  nhout 
thirds  the  length  of  tho  body, 
so  flippers  he  uses  as  the  bird  does 
its  wings,  dartiog  bis  body  forward  with 
a  scries  of  convulsive  jerks.

Amoug  these  trifles  is 
favorite  toy — the  "return  ball" — n 
wooden  bail  with  an  elastic  string  at- 
tached, selling  for  tou  cents  each,  but 
yielding  to  its  pateutcc  itn  iucome  equal 
to  850.000  a  year.  Tho  rubber  tip  on 
tho  cod  of  lead  poncils  affords  the  own- 
er of  Ihc  royalty  mi  independent  for- 
tune The  iureulor  ol  the  gummed 
nevrspnper  irrup»cr  is  also  u  rich  mnu. 
The  gimlet  pointed  screw  has  evolved 
more  wealth  than  most  silver  mines, 
and  tbo  mnu  who  first  thought  of  put- 
ting copper  tips  to  nhildreo's  shoes  is  us 
well  off  as  if  his  fnthcr  had  lelt  him 
85,000,000  in  United  States  bonds. 
Although  roller  skates  ure  not  so  much 
used  in  countries  where  ice  is  abuu- 
daut,  in  South  America,  and  especially 
in  Brozil,  tbey  are  highly  esteemed, 
aud  havo  yielded  over  81,000,000  to 
their  inventor.  But  he  had  to  spend 
fully  8125,000  in  Englaud  alouc  fight- 
ing infringements.  The  "danoiug  Jim 
Crow,"  a  toy,  provides  au  aununl  in- 
come of  875,000  to  iu  invcutor,  nnd 
the  aecdle-thrcitdcr  is  worth  810,000  to 
the  man  tbat  thought  of  it.

This  sim- 
ple contrivance  wns  pateuted  ufier  the 
n  ur,  aud  the  tens  of  thousands  of  farm- 
ers who  havo  adopted  it  hnve  been 
obliged  to  pay  him  a  royalty,  a  moder- 
ate estimate  ol  which  is  placed  at 
83,000,000.  The  spring  window 
yields  an  iucoiue  of  8100,000  a  year; 
the  marking  pcu  for  shading  in  differ- 
ent colors,  8100,000;  rubber  stamps 
the  snme.  A  very  large  fortuuo  hns 
been  reaped  hy  a  Western  miner,  who 
ten  yenrs  siueo  iuvenlod  n  metal  rivet 
or  cyolet  at  each  cud  of  the  mouth  of 
coat  aud  pants  peckcts,  to  resist  tho 
strnin  caused  by  tho  currying  ol  pieces 
of  ore  und  heuvy  tools.

These,  io 
size  and  shape,  resemble  nothiug  so 
much  as  peanuts,  and  in  color  they 
nry  from  a  creamy  white  to  a  pnlc 
leinou.  One  jar  of  cocoons  is  especial- 
ly interesting  by  reason  of  tho  fact  Ihat 
is  from  the  Media  school  for  feeble- 
minded children,  spun  by  woruiiraiscd 
entirely  by  half-witted  pupils.  Miss 
Kossiter  is  now  but  fifteecu  years  of 
age.
